460. I. Tur the unhappy Caſe of ma- 
ny People in Times of Sickneſs, very much de- 
ſerves Pity, and needs Redreſs. 


$. 461. THERE are not, as I imagine, Phyſi- 


cians enough, within the Bills of Mortality 
was their whole Time employed in it, to ſerve 
one fourth Part of the Sick ; and a leſs pro- 
tional Number of them in the ſeveral Counties 
of the Kingdom. 

. 462. War then aut molt People do, 
when afflicted with Diſeaſes ! fince they can- 
not have the Advice of a Phyſician ? What, I 
ſay, can theſe do, but apply to ſome of thoſe, 
who undertake to act as Phyſicians ? 


$. 463. THERE are, indeed, ſome Surgeons 


and Apothecaries, who are Men of Genius, Men 
ſtu- 
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ſtudious to obtain medical Knowledge, Men 


careful in adviſing, when they do the Phyſi- 
cian's Office; and Men diligent to improve 
their Experience. | 

§. 464. Bur are there not many, very ma- 
ny others, who act as Phyficians, and yet are ut- 
terly ignorant of Diſeaſes, and of what ſhould 
be done for the Cure of them? | 

$. 465. AND is this the true State of Things, 
v2. that Multitudes, in the Time of Sickneſs, 
cannot have the Advice of a Phyſician, and 
that very many of the ſeveral Sorts of medical 


Practitioners are groſly ignorant; and that com- 


mon People cannot know, or diſtinguiſh every 
ſuch Perſon? And, is it not hence evident, 
that Multitudes of fick People are under the 
Neceflity, either of yielding themſelves up to 
the natural Courſe and Power of their Diſtem- 
pers; or elſe of applying themſelves for Ad- 
vice to Perſons, whoſe Want of Knowledge 


will occaſion Miſtakes, often deſtructive to their 
Patients? . 


$. 466. AnD ſhould not the lamentable 
Caſe of ſuch diſeaſed Perſons, move the Com- 
miſeration of every human Mind ? Can No- 
thing be done for their Relief, and Advantage ? 
Yes, ſurely. | | 
SF. 467. Is not the publiſhing Books, which 


plainly ſhew the Nature of Diſeaſes, and right 


Methods of managing the Sick; and writing 
them in ſuch a Manner that they, who ſhall 


read them (although they do not employ them- 


ſelves as Phyſicians, yet) may know, in ſome 
| 2 Caſes,

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Caſes, when wrong Advice is given ? I fay, 


js not the writing Books in ſuch a Manner evi- 
dently conducive to this important End? Is it 
not a proper Means for the Safety and Reco- 


very of ſuch Perſons from their Diſtempers, 


who can have no Phyſician? 
8. 468. AND ſhould not ſuch Labours of a 
Man be univerſally approved ? Doubtleſs they 


will be fo, by all compaſſionate and generous

regular Phyſicians know, as well as myſclf, 


that Multitudes cannot have their Aſſiſtance;

highly diſhonourable to Phyficians, and which 
ſuppoſes a great Deficiency in that Love, which 
every Man « owes to his Fellow Creatures.

8. 475. Bur not finding in any Author, a 
Syſtem of ſuch general Rules, their Importance 
induced me to publiſh my Notions of them. 
FSi. 476. AnD the Writer of this Letter (5. 

458) has communicated his Sentiments about 
Bleeding, Vomiting, Purging, and Bliſtering, 
which I ſhall conſider in their Order, fo far as 
they ſeem Objections to, and yet are not Ar-

9. 477. E RE I muſt obſerve, that this 

Author has not ſpecified which 
of my Medical Principles or Cautions about

cuation, which he deſigned to maintain, and re- 


commend to his Readers. 


8. 478. AnD therefore what he has deli- 
vered on this Subject, ſeems ſomewhat ob- 


ſcure, and his Meaning uncertain. 


F. 479. Bur, that the Matter under Conſi- 


deration may be rightly underſtood, a few 


Things ſhould be obſerved, and kept in Re- 
membrance, viz. | 

F. 480. I. THAT as to the Quantity of 
Blood in human Bodies, every Man 1s of one 
or other of the three following Sorts, V/Z. 1. 
ſuch as have too much Blood ; and bleeding 
ſuch Patients is directed by my firſt Principle. 

F. 481. 2. PERSONS Who have no more 
Blood than a State of Health requires. And 
] think ſuch Patients ſhould not be blooded 
without ſome weighty Occation for it; and for 
this obvious Reaſon, vi. that ſo much Blood 
2s ſhall be taken from them will render the 
Quantity of it ſo much leſs than a State of 
Health requires. 

$. 482. I grant that we do not know pre- 
ciſely how many Ounces of Blood may be 
in this, or that particular Body, though I 
think we may pretty nearly tell the Quantity, 
if we know the Weight of the Body, and allow 
a leſs Proportion in fat People than in lean of 
the ſame Weight. 

§. 483. I grant that hale, ſanguine Perſons 
may loſe ſome Ounces of Blood with little, or 
no Inconvenience.

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$. 484. AnDI grant, that in ſome Diſtem- 
pers, attended with ſome Symptoms, Blood 
may moderately be taken from the Patient 


once or twice, although there is no Exceſs in

the Quantity of it: | 
F. 485. Bor the Point in Queſtion is, Whe- 


ther, as a general Rule, Bleeding, and repeated 


Bleeding, may be ſafe and neceſſary for thoſe 
fick People, who have too little Blood, or no 


more than a State of Health requires; and ef- 


pecially when their Diſeaſes may be cured 


without this Evacuation. 
§. 486. True Affirmative of theſe Queſ- 
tions ought to have been proved; which I have 
not found ſupported with Arguments by any 


Author; no, not by the Writer of the Letter to 
me, nor, indeed ſo much as expreſsly aſſerted 


by him. 
F. 487. AND therefore, when I read in any 
medical Writer Blood-letting recommended in a 


general Way, I think myſelf obliged to under- 


ftand his Precepts, as meant of Patients who 
have too much Blood, or not much leſs than 
their proper Quantity of it; unleſs he other wiſe 
explains himſelf. 

$ 488. Tux Author of the Letter to me, 
does not ſeem clearly to diſtinguiſh between the 
different State of ſick People, as to the Quan- 
tity of their Blood; although the Difference 
among them is very great, and requires diffe- 
rent Rules for the Management of this Evacu- 
ation in the various Sorts of them.

748. Tur nine next following Chamters 
exhibit Hiſtories of Patients, under the ſeveral 
Sorts of Fevers moſt frequently incident to hu-

$. 749. AND the laſt Chapter contains a 
Summary of the foregoing, with Remarks on 
tome Medicines, and the Qualities, which re- 
fult from the different Ways of compounding 
them; and likewiſe Aphoriſins deduced from 
the Fuchs related in the Hiſtories. | 


§. 750. THE Author of the Letter to me 


has thought fit to make the following Remarks 
on fome pq in this Book. 
Remark 1. IN p. 9. he refers to the Preface, 


(and F. 8. is the Place, though he has not

The Concluſion which unavo.dably follows, from this Propoſi- 
tion is that no Hiſtories of Diſeaſes ſhould be publiſhed. For 
there is no Phyſician that can give ſuch a Hiſtory of a Diſeaſe 
though he attends the Sick eveiy Day: Becauſe it is very little 
Time he is in the Chamber of the Patients, and many Symptoms 
come and go, and many Variations happen in the Courſe of the 
Diſeaſe, between the Times of his Viſits, which he cannot know 
without the Inform ation of others. | | 

2. The other Propoſition 1s, that thoſe Caſes ought not to ap- 
pear in Print, which cannot be a certain Guide to the Readers, 
f this is true, then no medical Caſes ought to be printed. But the 
Abſurdity of theſe J ropoſitions is very manifeſt. 

It is ſufficient to juſtify the Publiſhing any Hiſtory, if it may 
any Way be uſeſul to others, |
